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Lands Division 

The Lands of all swamps and overflow areas, bottoms of all navigable 
fresh water livers, streams and lakes, tidal lands, all Internal Improvement 
Lands, and all lands covered by shallow waters of the Gulf, Ocean, bays 
and lagoons are under jurisdiction of the Land Division, which works 
closely with the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund. 

Perfect titles to lands in Florida are of the greatest importance to the 
citizens of this rapidly growing state and, through this division original 
titles to all lands in Florida are covered by the land records of this 
division. 

Field Note Division 

The preservation and handling of field notes, surveys, maps, plats, 

papers and records pertaining to the State of Florida is under jurisdiction 

of the Field Note Division. Such records include the old Spanish Claim, 
some of which date back to the early part of the 18th Century. 

Photostatic copies of these records are furnished to real estate brokers, 
landowners and governmental agencies by this Division, There is usually 
a nominal charge for such copies.

Auditing Division 

Accounting procedures for both revenues and disbursements have been 
greatly improved through use of IBM machines in this division of the 
department. Cash receipts from all sources are recorded and deposited 
and disbursements are vouchercd and approved for payment here. 

Licenses and registrations required by the various laws are issued and 
controlled by the auditing division and a staff of field auditors cheek 
agricultural dealers subject to the Bond and License Law. This law 
enacted as protection to producers of agricultural products is enforced 
by this division.

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Food and Drug Laboratory 

Kt'y projects during the biennium for the Food arid Drug Laboratory 
include iutnisifieation of the program of quality and or parity improve- 
ment in corn meal products, coll aborat ion with federal authorities In 
break up tSegal traffic in decom posed frozen eggs, start of a program for 
listing held crops fur excessive pesticide residues and strict enforcement 
of the regulations governing the ingredients and labeling of processed 
meat foods such as wieners, bologna, and the misleading labeling oi 
prepared sandwiches. 

The. work load of the Kood and Drug Laboratory increased by nearly 
v(> r ,:; during this hiciuiimii and it is a virtual certainty that the COIllitlS 
hieimintii Will witness a further increase of much greater magnitude. 




Feed Laboratory 

•Livestock and poultry raisers are anxious to buy feeds that will best 
supply their needs at reasonable prices. The feed control laboratory 
makes analyses on official samples to show how manufacturers are meeting 
label claims. Many feeders request manufacturers to add drugs in batch 
mixtures to prevent or control disease and in recent years there has been 
a continued trend toward bulk delivery of feed. The Department has 
urged livestock farmers to use the registered brands because of the 
economics involved as well as the probability that superior labeling will 
be provided. 




Fertilizer Laboratory 

Hi'i i 'tit activities of this laboratory have been to study methods for 
determining water-soluble manganese, phosphoric acid, potassium and 
aluminum in mixed fertilizers. These tests have been developed in 
cooperation with other governmental agencies and the fertdizer industry. 

Also, during the biennium, a program of microscopic inspection of 
mixed fertilizers has been developed to try to determine the content of 
the samples. This examination detects any substitutions that might have 
been made in materials from the list of materials as shown on the tags. 

Pesticide Laboratory 

The acquisition of an Infrared Spectrophotometer has proved very im- 
portant for a quicker and more efficient analysis of the many complex 
organic chemicals which have been introduced into the field of agricul- 
tural pest control in recent years. 

The examination and acceptance of pesticide labels must be checked 
to see that they conform, not only to all the regular requirements of the 
pesticide law, but also to see that all information necessary to prevent 
residues above the permitted tolerance is shown thereon. 

Seed Laboratory 

A Walk-in type germinutor has been built by the Seed Laboratory to 
prevent delay in reports caused by overcrowded germinators. Work has 
also continued on the Tetrazolium or Quick-test of seed germination. 

Approximately 80 field varietal tests were made by the Florida Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Cainesville. Field investigations of com- 
plaints were made on approximately 35 farms. 



Inspection Bureau 

Enforcement of many of the various regulatory laws atli isteml l>> 

die Department is the responsibility of the Inspection Bureau. I'iil'l 
constantly travel throughout the State taking samples of various it< ■in-. 
and sending them to the State Chemist for analyses. 

Inspections are made frequently to see that manufactures eoittplj v itl 
the standard of the law. All records pertaining to tlir- enforcement of 
the laws are kept by this Bureau, These laws also require tin- n 
tion erf the manufacturer's products, correct labeling as Lu ut»t weight, 
guaranteed analysis and ingredient statement. 
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Poultry anil Egg Division

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Dairy Division 

People want the best in milk, milk products, and frozen desserts, and 
it is the responsibility of this Division to enforce the laws relating to the 
above items. During the last biennium, district supervisors made a total 
of 7,131 inspections of producing dairies within the State of Florida. 
Out-of-State inspections totaled 10,666 milk plants, 1,793 producers in 
a total of 19 states. A valuable addition to the Dairy Division is the 
mobile bacteriological and chemical laboratory. This unit has introduced 
a number of new tests in the quality control field in addition to routine 
tests made by other laboratories. This is the only mobile trailer labora- 
tory in the world equipped with a Mojonnier Tester. 

Frozen desserts are subjected to all of the bacteriological and chemi- 
cal examinations the same as other dairy products to protect the public. 
There are many different forms and combinations of frozen desserts, but 
all must conform to a Standard set up by the law. Another function of 
the laboratory is to check all short time high temperature pasteurizers. 
Last year there were 260 permits issued to operate milk plants, a total 
of 308 tester's permits, 392 In-State milk dealers licenses and 102 Out-of- 
State milk dealer permits. There are 62 wholesale frozen dessert manu- 
facturers, 669 retail frozen dessert manufacturers and 60 mobile units. 

This Division also handles the marks and brands registration. 




State Oil Laboratot 

The protection of the purchaser of gasoline and kerosene as to the 
quality and quantity of these products is the purpose of the Gasoline 
and Kerosene Inspection Law, Regulations are enforced by the State 
Oil Laboratory. 

Minimum standards have been set up for quality inspection of gaso- 
line, E\cry gasoline must have a brand name and must be registered 
with the Department of Agriculture along with the specifications for the 
gasoline so named. It is up to the Department to see that the gasoline 
dispensed complies with the specifications registered for that brand name. 
This also applies to kerosene. 

Approximately 5600 samples are tested every month by the State Oil 
Laboratory. During the last year of the bienniuin approximately 1.34 
percent of the samples tested were found below standard and the products 
represented were stopped from sale. The Inspection Bureau, through the 
field inspectors, make frequent tests of all retail measuring devices or 
pumps, both gasoline and kerosene, to see that they measure within 
tolerances set up for such devices. 

During the past biennium the State Oil Laboratory took over the re- 
sponsibility of testing brake fluids sold in the State of Florida. All manu- 
facturers, packers and distributors of brake fluid who wish to sell their 
products in Florida had to submit samples of such brake fluid to the 
Oil Laboratory for testing.

Citrus and Vegetable Inspection 

Every part of the citrus industry is furnished with the most effective 
inspection possible. Through training and supervision of inspectors, co- 
operation and consultation with industry and other citrus agencies and 
the development of better testing facilities and equipment, this Division 
is continually improving its service to all phases of the citrus industry. 

Various activities under this Department for citrus fruit which is shipped 
fresh include inspection for maturity, artificial color, grade, size, pack and 
the application of numerous portions of the citrus code and regulations 
of the Florida Citrus Commission and the Growers Administrative and 
Shippers Advisory committees. Inspection of citrus for processing and 
the inspection of the processed pack itself include maturity, internal qual- 
ity, condition, and grade-inspection of the finished product. The tech- 
nical section of the Division is concerned with duties in connection with 
the administration of the Citrus Code including routine analysis, testing 
of fruit treatment materials, standard testing solutions, and the supply 
of testing equipment and materials to the field force. 

The enforcement of the Bond and License provisions of the Citrus 
Code is a function of this Division and is generally considered one of the 
most important because the producer is afforded the greatest protection 
for non-payment of his citrus. The Bond and License section handles 
all revenue, billings, collections and fiscal matters. 

This Division works closely and shares duties with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 



Florida State Farmers Market 

The State Agricultural Marketing Board was created by an act of the 
Legislature. This Board operates the State Farmers Markets, State Live- 
stock Auction Markets and the Livestock and Crops Pavilions. 

During the fiscal year 1959-60 14,055,235 units of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables were sold for $49,468,934.25 and ip8,754 cwt of livestock brought 
in $2,671,311.43 in sales. In addition, 271,485 persons participated in 
shows and meetings held in the livestock and crops pavilions. 

Florida State Farmers Markets system now contains 14 fruit and vege- 
table markets, 4 livestock auction ' markets and 9 iivetsock and crops 
pavilions. 




Florida State Marketing Bureau 

Basic marketing projects of the bureau have been conservatively ex- 
panded, additional duties prescribed by the 1959 Legislature have been 
performed and important supplementary services have been initiated by 
the Department in this biennial period. 

Hie primary responsibility of this Division is the collection and distri- 
bution of market news information so that farmers and producers can be 
kept posted as to the exact conditions existing in the state and various 
markets of the country. 

The main offices of the bureau are located in Jacksonville with numer- 
ous market news offices located throughout the State. A longer operating 
season for Federal-State market news field offices was requested by the 
growers and the bureau complied. A market news service for gladioli 
and chrysanthemums was initiated by the bureau during the past biennium. 
Perhaps the most significant recent expansion was supplying radio, TV 
and newspapers with more complete and timely reports on local livestock 
auction markets,
